EARLY DOLLARS: A 1797 Draped Bust Dollar in AU58 PCGS is an example of the rarely seen terminal die 
state, a coin that will entice variety collectors and late die state enthusiasts alike. Two other early dollars - 
both AU55 NGC examples of the centered Draped Bust BB-52 variety - offer a choice for bidders, with one 
example lightly toned, and the other imbued with colorful shades of deep, rich patina. 

NOTABLE SILVER: A Condition Census 1797 16 Stars JR-1 dime certified MS62 PCGS headlines early silver 
type, as does a nice 1794 Flowing Hair half dollar in VF20 PCGS. An 1889-CC Morgan dollar graded MS64 
PCGS is especially high-end for the assigned grade. A 1926-D quarter, certified MS67 Full Head by PCGS, 
represents the single finest Full Head representative of this issue at either PCGS or NGC, and the issue is in 
many respects the ultimate condition rarity of the series. 

EXCEPTIONAL GOLD: A pair of proof gold issues will intrigue specialists. A 1908 Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle in PR65 Satin NGC - possibly unique, with a long and distinguished provenance — displays a stunning 
"Roman Gold" proof finish. It is the only piece that has been consistently recognized in the literature as a 
1908 Roman Finish proof. Not to be outdone in the eye-appeal arena, a 1915 Indian ten, graded PR66 by 
PCGS, is tied for the finest "sandblast" proof finish at PCGS. It is a visually remarkable gold coin. Among 
business strikes, an unexpected addition to the roster of rare, high-grade 1870-CC double eagles makes 
its first appearance at auction in nearly 30 years, graded AU50 PCGS with outstanding visual and technical 
merit.

Noe-16, W-360, Salmon 1-A, R.5. 1.84 gm. As is usual for Noe- 
16, the reverse is well defined relative to the obverse. About two- 
thirds of the reverse has VF sharpness but the upper left reverse is 
featureless. The obverse shows only the letters HVSETS and traces 
of the lower tree branches. The surfaces are somewhat wavy, and 
indistinct areas are moderately pitted. An early die state without 
the sometimes present vertical crack between the L and D in 
ENGLAND.

Vermont Landscape varieties, RR-2 and RR-6 are assigned the same 
URS-11 rarity rating (500-999 pieces) in the Whitman Encyclopedia 
of Colonial and Early American Coins. However, the present RR-2 
variety approaches the rarer end of that rarity rank, while RR-6 falls 
at the common end of that range. Colonial type collectors will be 
interested to know that this variety with the VERMONTS legend 
is considerably scarcer than the type with VERMONTENSIUM. 

The pleasing reddish-brown surfaces exhibit sharply struck 
design elements, save for faint softness on the V in VERMONT 
and the 1 in the date.

72.0 
grains. On this remarkable shilling, alignment is just shy of 180 degrees. Similar to the sixpence, it shows russet patina on lovely light' 
gray surfaces. Minor radial cracking of the flan is evident on both sides, with trivial surface roughness. Very slight wear appears on the 
high-points of the NE and XII punches, with the second I weaker than the X, or the first I. 

Design 

Like the sixpence, the NE shillings had the origin and denomination stamps punched by hand on imperfectly round 
blanks. Three NE punches and four XII punches were combined to form six different varieties that are listed in Salmon’s 
reference. He rates five of the varieties R.7, and one R.8. In the Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and Early American Coins , 
Bowers gives estimates ranging from URS-3 to URS-6, indicating between 44 and 76 known survivors. 

Historical Observations 

The silver used for the coin production was obtained locally, with a portion of the Mint Act of May 27, 1652 requesting that bullion be 
brought by “all persons whatsoever have liberty to bring into the mint house at Boston all bullion plate or Spanish coin.” The pieces would be 
melted, assayed, refined, and then cast into strips by mint master John Hull in order to produce coins for the owner of the silver. The initial 
NE coinage was produced for only a short period, although a substantial number of coins were likely minted. The NE coins were replaced 
with the more elaborately designed pieces known as the Willow Tree series after the General Court issued orders to include a tree on one 
side of the new coins along with the word “Massachusetts,” with the date and “New England” to appear on the reverse. The minimal style 
of the NE series, with simple designs, made them easily susceptible to clipping. Although the dates on the coins do not reflect it, except 
for the Oak Tree twopence, dated 1662, the Massachusetts Silver coinage was minted for approximately thirty years. Mint operations likely 
ceased a year or so prior to King Charles II annulling the Massachusetts Bay Colony’s charter in 1694, establishing it as a royal colony. 

Numismatic Commentary 

An exceptional piece, the obverse of this Choice AU survivor exhibits the diagonal of N being thick, becoming thicker past the point where the right 
stand of the N intersects it. A die scratch extends from the middle bar of the E. The XII punch on the reverse is high, with the X being the highest 
and the second I being the lowest. The October 2005 Ford sale contained a single example of the Noe 1-A variety, with that piece described as 
“Choice Very Fine.” Another outstanding collection of 180 Massachusetts silver coins, the Hain Family Collection, sold in January 2002, lacked the 
Noe 1-A combination. Numerous other well-known collections were absent a Noe 1-A specimen, including Roper and Norweb. This appearance 
provides an exceedingly rare opportunity to not only acquire a Noe 1-A example, but an extraordinary and noteworthy specimen as well.

American or pro-British, there is little doubt that the audience for 
them was Dutch, both from the inscriptions and from historical 
evidence. John Kleeberg, in correspondence published with Q. 
David Bowers in the Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and Early 
American Coins, wrote: “We know that at least one piece did pass 
through Dutch hands, because the first publication took place in a 
Japanese book ... and at that period only the Dutch were permitted 
to trade with Japan (via Deshima).” 

Further information on that book can be found in The Shoguns 
Painted Culture, a wide-ranging scholarly work by Timon Screech 
reflecting on the shogunate in Japan. He notes briefly, “Kutsuki 
Masatsuna, daimyo of Fukuchiyama, was ... one of the chief 
Westernists of his day. He was also an energetic numismatist and in 
1787 published a large book called Western Coinage (SeiyKSenpu) 
which displayed, in a series of plates ordered by country, examples 
of tender from most European states and their colonies ...” 

The nature of the SeiytiQSenpu makes it impossible to tell what 
metal was used to make the Rhode Island Ship piece depicted, 
but it was almost assuredly copper or brass, as the pewter pieces, 
such as the example offered here, are far rarer today. Though it 
shows no trace of wear, certain areas of the pewter, including spots 
on the margins and the bow of the ship, show effects from the 
passage of time. Still, this is a generally bright representative with 
excellent eye appeal and great historical worth.

The reverse was initially used for the 1836 Original and First 
Restrike half cents and later used for the 1831 First Restrikes, likely 
produced in the late 1850s or early 1860s. Richard Coleman records 
six die states and 31 known examples. This example is Coleman’s 
Die State V with three known. Only one example of his terminal 
state, Die State VI, is known. 

NGC has certified 11 examples in all grades (10/14), including 
two PR66 Brown, two PR66 Red and Brown, one PR66 Red 
(offered here), and one PR67 Red and Brown.

However, 
Andrew W. Pollock, III, listed the 1900 gold Indian cents as P-1990 in the regular pattern section of his reference. Pollock writes: “Listed 
in Judd as a mint error, but it is difficult to imagine that a Mint employee would be so careless as to feed gold planchets into a coinage 
press fitted with one-cent piece dies.” Pollock suggests that these pieces may have been deliberately struck for one or more collectors.

1905 MS64 PCGS. Apparently unknown to the numismatic community prior to it sale in the 2010 FUN Sale (Heritage, 1/2010), 
lot 2433. Weight: 64.5 grains, the standard weight for a quarter eagle planchet. 

1906 AU58 NGC. Stack’s (6/2004), lot 4097; Stack’s (9/2009), lot 4299. Weight: 64.4 grains, within the 0.25 grain tolerance for a quarter eagle 
planchet. 

1907. Listed in the Judd pattern book, and in Donald Taxay’s Catalogue and Encyclopedia [of] U.S. Coins. The 1907 gold Indian cent 
is currently unlocated. 

One example dated 1900 is also known in silver, from the identical dies as the 1900 gold Indian cents, suggesting they were all made at or 
near the same time. Rick Snow writes in A Guide Book of Flying Eagle and Indian Head Cents that “both the silver and gold examples are struck 
from the same dies, with light roughness on the reverse die, probably from die rust.” That all three 1900 pieces have higher weights suggests that 
they were specially made, perhaps without the knowledge of Mint officials. Fred Weinberg explained to this cataloger that “the weights vary 
because in all probability, they were on planchets that might not have been filed down to the proper weight spread.” Hand adjusting of individual 
gold planchets continued in the Mint until circa 1910. Those three pieces are almost certainly fancy pieces made for collectors, while the 1905 
and 1906 examples, on correct weight planchets, are more likely pieces truly made in error, and substantially more important as such. 

This example is slightly off-center toward 9 o’clock, the tops of UNITED STATES off the planchet. The strike is weak at the date, feather tips, 
RICA, the outer parts of the wreath, and the ribbon bow. The weakness seems counter to expectations of the soft gold, but the diameter is at least a 
full millimeter less than an Indian cent, meaning that the metal flowed out and was insufficient to accept the design from the deepest recesses of the 
dies. Both sides have bright yellow-gold surfaces with frosty mint luster. A few faint hairlines on the cheek prevent a Gem grade assignment. This 
stunning gold Indian cent is one of the truly amazing error coins we have ever handled.

Such an error 
theoretically should not have been possible, as beginning in 1985, 
mintmarks were included on the master hubs, rather than being 
added after the fact. A feasible explanation, however, suggests that 
a regular Philadelphia die was polished and sand-blasted for proof 
coinage in San Francisco, thus explaining the missing mintmark.

Undoubtedly the finest' 
known 1853 proof Arrows dime, this coin from the Kaufman 
Collection (and later from the exceptional Eugene H. Gardner 
Collection) has exceptional mirrors and amazing eye appeal, a treat 
for the connoisseur. While the number of proofs and the timing 
of the proof strikes has long been debated, it is generally agreed 
just five proofs of the Arrows dimes were made plus two proofs 
of the No Arrows variant. The current roster has not changed 
significantly in rank or known examples over the past fifteen 
or so years. It is believed that at least four of the following five 
appearances represent true proofs. 

1. PR66+ PCGS. From the Kaufman Collection. This example is 
different from any of the following. The present coin. 

2. PR65. John Jay Pittman Collection (David Akers 10/1997), lot 
615. 

3. PR63 NGC. Hollinbeck Coin Co. (6/1953), lot 1997; Norvueb 
Collection (Bowers 10/1987), lot 484; Lovejoy Collection (Stack’s 
10/1990), lot 270. 

4. PR65 NGC. Superior (10/2000), lot 4345. The cataloger implies 
that this is the Pittman coin when he states that it is the finer of 
two known proofs, identifying the Norweb coin as the other one. 
However, the plate clearly shows an entirely different coin from 
either of those pieces. 

5. Choice Proof. Kamal Ahwash (8/1981); unknown; Stack’s 
(3/1996), lot 276. 

Earlier literature has suggested that the 1853 proofs are 
unintentional or “accidental” pieces struck from dies that were 
resurfaced and polished to remove clash marks. We feel strongly 
the pieces are indeed proofs, but there is no denying the muted 
clash marks that are present near Liberty’s right leg and drapery, 
and inside the right branch of the wreath. Die resurfacing will 
remove these clash marks and other die defects, but an unavoidable 
consequence is the removal of shallow design elements. Careful 
observation of this proof shows complete design elements on each 
side, suggesting if die resurfacing was done, it was accomplished 
without compromising the strong detail of the motifs. 

The exact timing and nature of the die pair used for the proofs 
is another matter. All genuine proofs show a diagnostic die lump 
above Liberty’s right breast, and a smaller, less noticeable one 
near her right elbow. The proofs always display significant die 
clashing as discussed above. Another diagnostic, heretofore not 
mentioned in the literature, includes spikelike artifacts beneath 
Liberty’s chin — apparently, an unfinished area of the die. All 
known proofs appear to show this feature as well. 

Gerry Lortin makes a valid observation that the Lortin-120 
obverse is of special interest. The date position is the same as 
the proofs, and the die lump above Liberty’s breast and the one 
on the elbow are present, as is the unfinished die area beneath 
Liberty’s chin. The date position is the same as the proofs — in 
fact, all diagnostics appear the same, except for the presence of die 
clashing. Might the proofs have been struck late in the year from 
the Lortin-120 die pair after it clashed, and that these dies were 
later prepared for proofs with a careful but non-effacing polishing? 
If so, Lortin-101 may be a late die state of the Lortin-120 dies. 

We note that the obverses of at least two or three of the highest- 
graded proofs show what appears to be die rust above star 7 and 
on other areas at the peripheries, suggesting the dies sat idle for a 
period of time. It is a possibility worth future research. 

Both sides of this boldly struck piece are sharp and complete. 
The mirrored fields are full and deep beneath bright champagne 
color with splashes of iridescent toning throughout. NGC ID#

A Difficult Date in Proof

unknown but small numbers. Survivors are mainly in the lower 
numeric grades of PR60 to PR64, and number only in the 30 to 
40-coin range per the PCGS website. The major services combined 
have certified 45 pieces in all grades, likely including a number of 
resubmissions. The present Superb Gem offering is the sole finest 
coin seen by PCGS, though NGC has graded a single PR68 Cameo

The obverse die is boldly doubled north on the shield and 
within the lower gown folds, as is diagnostic of this proof die pair, 
while there is also a die defect on Liberty’s left (facing) breast. On 
the reverse, a die line is seen from the rim to the R in AMERICA.

This limited the 
year’s Morgan dollar output to just 350,000 pieces, the third-lowest 
production total in the series from this mint (behind only the 
1881-CC and 1885-CC). Its mintage figure, however, is hardly a 
reliable reflection of rarity, as the 1889-CC is many times more 
elusive than its lower mintage counterparts, especially in Mint 
State. Many thousands of 1889-CC Morgans were paid out into 
circulation before the turn of the century, while the 1881-CC and 
1885-CC (as well as many other Carson City issues in the series) 
were largely stored long-term in government vaults. 

Some small quantities of Mint State 1889-CC dollars turned 
up in the 1930s and shortly thereafter, but no large disbursements 
were made from Treasury holdings, and it is likely that a significant 
number were melted under the terms of the Pittman Act of 1918. 
When an inventory of government holdings was finally taken 
prior to the GSA sales of the early 1970s, only a single 1889-CC 
dollar remained in Treasury vaults. By contrast, the lower-mintage 
1881-CC and 1885-CC issues were represented by nearly 150,000 
examples each, having largely escaped the clutches of circulation 
and mass-melting. 

With such a low survival rate, the 1889-CC is not only the 
rarest Carson City issue, but also one of the major key dates in the 
entire Morgan dollar series. Circulated examples are scarce, and 
Mint State coins are rare in comparison to the demand for them. 
The typical Uncirculated example, if indeed there is one, grades 
no higher than MS62. At the Choice level, the date is arguably 
more difficult to locate than it is to afford, and finer pieces are very 
nearly unobtainable. 

The present coin is an eye-appealing reward for the patient 
pursuer of this legendary issue.

3731 1859 PR64 Cameo NGC. Ex: Byron Reed Collection. Some 
confusion seems to exist with respect to this extremely rare issue. 
All of the published authorities agree that the proofs from this date 
are rare, with approximately eight to ten examples extant. The 
confusion arises with regard to the reverse style for these pieces, 
which were struck in a transitional year for the new or Type II 
reverse. Walter Breen originally contended that all 1859 proofs 
were from the New Reverse hub, in his 1977 proof Encyclopedia, but 
when his Complete Encyclopedia appeared in 1988 he had reversed 
his opinion. Paul Taglione, in 1986, stated that all of the 1859 
proof quarter eagles were made using this newer reverse design, but 
more recent commentators disagree. 

According to the Second Edition of Garrett and Guth’s 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins (2008): “Nearly all of the Proof 
1859 quarter eagles were struck with the Old Reverse style. The 
Byron Reed example was struck with the New Reverse and is 
possibly unique. The coin sold for $25,300 in 1996, an incredible 
bargain in retrospect.” 

This is the Byron Reed specimen referred to by Garrett and Guth, 
and it is a remarkable piece in several respects. In addition to being 
unique, or possibly so, it is a coin of remarkable beauty and overall 
quality. The striking impression is sharp and nearly full, save for a 
slight degree of softness on the first two or three obverse stars. The 
Y in LIBERTY is recut. The orange-gold devices are richly frosted 
and the sea-green fields are watery and pleasingly reflective. 

When the coin was sold as part of the Byron Reed Collection, 
by Spink America and Christie’s, it was described in the auction 
catalog as follows: 

“Quarter-Eagle, 1859, type II reverse, arrowheads small and 
far from CA of AMERICA, some tiny handling marks and 
hairlines, Proof with a pleasing cameo effect, just eighty Proofs 
of the date are thought to have been struck, many of which were 
later melted as unsold, Breen (Encyclopedia, 6245), makes no 
mention of the Type II reverse Proofs, Akers (Volume II, page 
120) noted, ( a small number of Proofs, probably less than ten 
are known ”

3779 1857-0 MS63 PCGS. Variety 1. Ex: Ashland City. This is the 
finest certified 1857-0 half eagle, the finest currently known, and 
likely to remain so for the foreseeable future. It is the only one 
certified MS63 at PCGS with none finer, and there are none its 
equal at NGC (10/14). It was unlisted in Douglas Winter’s 1992 
reference on the series, but in his 2006 revision it is listed as the 
finest known by two grade points. Winter specifically cites this coin as 
the “undisputed finest known example .” 

The New Orleans Mint half eagles of the 1850s are historic and 
numismatically significant pieces in their own right. The 1857-0 
was the last O-mint half eagle minted before the Civil War, the last 
produced for some 35 years until the 1892-0. 

This is truly an exceptional coin. The surfaces are softly frosted, 
with a glimmer of reflectivity in the fields. A bold strike shows full 
star centers and a complete beaded hair cord. A touch of softness 
appears on the upper hair bun and below the coronet, and on the 
reverse there is a bit of blending on the eagle’s right (facing) claw 
and on the arrow fletchings. The central shield and wing feather 
details are extremely well delineated. The second vertical stripe 
in the first pair is broken, a die diagnostic of the issue. Each side 
exhibits a rich accent of golden-orange patina. The surfaces are 
remarkably clean for a coin of this grade. A thin, straight scrape 
runs from behind Liberty’s eye downward to her chin, useful for 
pedigree purposes. A memorable coin, and a must-have for Registry 
Set collectors or those desiring an historic, high-grade example of 
New Orleans gold.

3781 1864-S XF45 PCGS. In discussions of major rarities within the 
Liberty half eagle series, the 1864'S is often overlooked, when in 
fact it is one of the absolute rarest issues overall. It significantly 
outpaces every Charlotte and Dahlonega date in the series, and 
is about on par with the equally rare but much more valuable 1854-0 
and 1856-0 double eagles. Mint records report a mintage of 3,888 
coins, a small mintage to be sure, but the survival rate is even more 
surprisingly low. The accepted belief is that only 20 to 30 coins are 
extant in all grades, an estimate that directly mirrors the certified 
population figures which count just 25 coins at PCGS and NGC 
combined (10/14). The Smithsonian contains an additional piece, 
but the coin grades only Fine 15 (per Garrett and Guth) and is one 
of the lowest-grade gold pieces in that entire collection. With such 
a low surviving population, there is little wonder as to why. 

This Choice XF coin is one of the finer-known representatives 
of the date. Small remnants of original luster illuminate warm 
honey-gold patina on each side, while the design elements retain 
much of their finer details.

The present 1868-S is among the finest certified of the issue. As 
expected for the MS61 grade level, this piece shows a few bagmarks 
and ticks.

Variety 1-B. Produced in only 
the second year of the fabled Carson City Mint’s short lifespan, 
the 1871-CC half eagles were made to the extent of only 20,770 
pieces. That was a fairly generous number for the series and the 
era; compare it with the 7,675 coins that facility managed to 
make in its first year. The Carson City Mint was a demand-driven 
establishment. The need for a local mint — rather than distant 
San Francisco — drove its creation, and its products were readily 
snapped up to feed the needs of regional commerce. CC-mint 
pundit Rusty Goe estimates a survival rate below 1% for the issue, 
or 140-175 coins in all grades. In AU55 this piece is one of only 
eight so-graded at NGC, with nine coins finer (10/14). The apricot- 
gold surfaces are relatively free of singular abrasions, with excellent 
eye appeal. A hint of strike softness appears on the high points of 
each side, but otherwise there are few distractions.

Only 20 proofs of this 
half eagle issue were reportedly struck, and it is a certainty that fewer 
survive today, likely only about half. PCGS and NGC combined 
have encapsulated just 13 examples in all grades and levels of 
contrast, though this figure undoubtedly includes resubmissions. 

This Select proof is the sole finest Deep Cameo certified at 
PCGS. The surfaces are lovely orange-gold color with good overall 
reflectivity and marked field-device contrast. The strike is well- 
executed, although a trifle soft on the high points of Liberty’s hair. 
A few thin scrapes appear in the obverse right field around stars 11 
to 13, with another in the left obverse field, and a couple of small 
ticks appear on the profile, together accounting for the grade. 

Our auction archives show just four previous appearances by 
a proof 1878 half eagle, and all are earlier offerings of this same 
exact coin. The specialist will want to bid accordingly, as another 
representative may not become available for a very long time.

The 1911 Indian half eagle had a generous 
mintage of 915,000 coins, but like most issues in the series, it 
becomes conditionally scarce at the Gem grade level. Mike Fuljenz 
notes that this issue is also one of the most difficult to find well- 
struck with pleasing luster, another factor that contributes to the 
low Gem availability. The piece here offered is truly exceptional in 
every respect, showcasing bold definition throughout the headdress 
and the eagle’s feathers, with satiny luster that travels around each 
side in soft cartwheels when turned in-hand. A few light surface 
grazes preclude an even finer grade, but none of the usual deep 
abrasions are present on this example.

The 1912 is 
very scarce at the MS65 level, however, and finer specimens are 
virtually unobtainable.

The well-preserved yellow-gold surfaces 
show attractive highlights of green, with vibrant mint luster on 
both sides.

The 
1915-S is also the only issue in the entire series with only a single 
representative certified in Gem or finer condition, an NGC MS65 
coin. In that light, the present Choice example, one of only 13 (1 
in 64+) certified by NGC (10/14), becomes a significant condition 
rarity and an important acquisition for the advanced Indian gold 
collector.

In 
our opinion, this coin has the details of an AU specimen that has 
been cleaned and retoned. The surfaces show several unnatural 
orange spots and perhaps a small area of smoothing, although 
much pleasing detail remains. Several pinprick-size marks, lumps, 
and tiny abrasions are distributed across the otherwise sharp fields 
and devices. This is the 13 Leaves variety, 10 x 5 Stars, the most 
available die pair for the date yet still scarce, with only 200 to 225 
pieces known.

Bass-Dannreuther Die State 
a/a. Up to 90% or so of the 44,344 eagles dated 1801 are this 
BD'2 variety, easily identifiable by the large, less-chunky stars with 
longer, spindly tips (called the Type III stars by Bass), of which star 
8 is positioned much closer to Liberty’s cap than the scarcer BD-1 
variety. Most of the BD-2 variety display nine vertical spines in the 
cap, an anomaly acquired on the obverse die early in its life judging 
by the number of examples that display the peculiarity. 

This example is lightly abraded with a touch of wear. Nominal 
strike weakness exists at stars 1 and 2 on the obverse, as well as on 
two of the field stars on the reverse. No evidence of die clash is 
seen on either side of the coin. Pleasing, green-gold color shows 
amber accents near the rims. Remaining mint luster surrounds the 
obverse stars and is plentiful on the reverse, making this a nice, 
near-Mint selection for early gold eagle collectors and for gold type 
enthusiasts alike.

The typical survivor of this issue, 
therefore, grades in the VF to XF range; AU coins are decidedly 
rare, and none are known to survive in any condition that can 
be labeled as Mint State by the grading services.

3840 1915 PR66 PCGS. The controversy over matte and sandblast 
finishes for proof gold and other coinage has hardly lessened in 
the intervening years from when the Mint embarked on its “great 
experiment” with proof coins that were issued early in the 20th 
century. The subject is taken up by numismatists young and old 
even today, with proponents in each corner. 

However, the debate was never stronger than in 1914 and 1915, 
when the Mint employed a coarser, more dramatic “sandblast” 
matte finish that was nearly unanimously derided by the public. 
Today, many collectors (but not all) are drawn to the expert 
production, strike, and distinctive finish of the proofs. 

The 1915 proof Indian ten vies with the 1912 issue for rarity 
within the eight-coin eagle proof series. The number of known 
1915 survivors is less than 25 coins. At Gem or finer levels, the 1915 
issue appears to be the rarest of the eight collectible dates, although 
the balance can be tipped by one or two coins either way. Reported 
mintages of proof Indian eagles are somewhat meaningless because 
so many coins were melted as unsold for several of the dates. 

Within the series, 1909 and 1910 eagle proofs are normally found 
with Roman finishes — a result of public outcry against the dark matte 
finish of the 1908 proofs — while the Mint experimented with other 
matte finish techniques on the 1911 through 1915 proof issues. The 
aim of the Mint was to create a subtle-yet-dynamic finish, the result 
of light reflection from microscopic, multifaceted surfaces created 
by sandblast process at the particulate level of the coin’s surface. 

The resultant “look” of the 1915 issue is one of mattelike texture 
with slight granularity and a velvety, refined visual aspect. Some 
describe the color of the 1915 proofs as ranging from orange-gold 
to green-gold, and different examples do indeed vary in coloration. 
The present coin is remarkable in its appearance. The patina is a 
stunning combination of an opaque, deep-goldenrod color over 
olive-gold (often described as khaki-gold), but the color is more 
intense than that. Napa Jack’s incredible gourmet Amber Beer 
Mustard comes to mind when viewing the coloration of the coin. 

This example offers an exquisite full strike and immaculate 
surfaces. It is difficult to locate a single pedigree marker to 
differentiate the coin from the other finest examples of the date. 
A tiny “beauty mark” — no more than a raised dot visible under 
magnification — exists near Liberty’s mouth, but it is difficult to 
see either in hand or photographically. There are no other singular 
marks to mention and no shiny grazes are seen. 

The coin is currently tied for finest-known with one other PR66 
coin at PCGS, while NGC reports seven such Premium Gems and 
two finer at PR67 (10/14).

All New Orleans double eagles minted after 1853 are rare, due 
to decreased gold deposits after the San Francisco Mint opened in 
1854.

O and 1856-0 double eagles. In AU and finer grades, the total PCGS 
population of the 1859-0 is tied with the 1860-0 and 1879-0 for 
fourth place behind the 1854A), 1855-0, and 1856-0 issues.

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3858 1870-CC AU50 PCGS. Variety 1-A. The Comstock Lode provided the necessary impetus to open a new Mint in Carson City, Nevada — 
capital of the Territory — just fifteen miles distant from the silver and gold deposits needed to make the venture viable. Unhardened dies 
were shipped from Philadelphia to Carson City in October, 1869 to prepare for the initial production of coins. However, little bullion was 
on hand to commence operations. In early January, the first mintage of silver dollars was achieved, followed by limited quantities of gold 
eagles and half eagles. On March 10, 1870 the first delivery of 1870-CC double eagles was accomplished to the tune of 1,332 coins. 

The newly-minted coins immediately entered circulation, followed by another 2,457 double eagles later in the year for a total mintage of just 3,789 
coins. All entered channels of commerce — there was no collector demand for CC-Mint coins (or for any mintmarked coins, for that matter) and 
the issue was not recognized as a rarity until many years later. As a result, no Uncirculated 1870-CC double eagles are known to this day. 

Just 35 to 45 examples are thought to exist, although estimates vary. Rusty Goe thinks as many as 55 to 65 coins may 
survive, most of which were poorly produced by the inexperienced Mint. Many show evidence of cleanings, heavy abrasions, or severe 
scrapes and scratches. Most coins suffer a combination of all the maladies to one extent or another. 

This AU50 example resides in an earlier generation blue label holder and compares favorably with the finest-known coins in the current roster 
of the issue. There are, of course, small abrasions as typical for the first-year twenties from rough handling and transport. There are no heavy marks 
of any kind, though, and it is difficult to isolate a single “pedigree marker” deep or noticeable enough to be individually significant. 

Wonderful, orange-gold patina attests to the obvious originality of the coin. The strike is soft on all examples of the Carson 
City date, especially on the star centers, but the current coin is at least the equal of any other known representative of the issue. 
Considerable luster remains over the surfaces, with prooflike flash in virtually all of the protected areas. It would not be hard to imagine 
this example inching up the grading scale based on its overall quality and eye appeal compared to the other high-grade coins. The 
only known previous auction appearance for this coin is a January, 1985 Stack’s sale of Selections from the Estate of Joseph Bellini and 
other consignments. No information in the catalog links the coin specifically to the Bellini estate or any other collection.

However, 
the issue’s availability follows the general pattern of most Type 
Three San Francisco issues from this mint, being plentiful in grades 
through MS62, but decidedly scarce finer. Furthermore, Jeff Garrett 
and Ron Guth question the accuracy of the certified population 
reports, especially for the MS63 grade level, due to numerous 
resubmissions brought about by the rather dramatic increases in 
value that the 1885-S makes at each succeeding Mint State grade. 
At the Choice Mint State level, PCGS reports just 34 grading 
events (1 in 64+), while NGC shows only 11 (10/14).

Charles E. Barber objected to the Augustus Saint-Gaudens High 
Relief design may be an understatement. Partly from professional 
jealousy, and certainly from a technical standpoint, Barber’s 
reaction to the project could be at times mean-spirited and 
truculent, yet he deserves a share of the credit for the mintage of 
what is generally regarded as the pinnacle of American coinage. A 
case in point is the difficulty from excessive metal flow between 
the dies and collar that resulted in a vulnerable Wire Rim on the 
earliest High Relief strikings. Barber’s tenacity eventually solved 
the problem, resulting in the beveled-edge, Flat Rim solution that 
was minted in relatively small numbers at the end of 1907. 

This example of the Flat Rim High Relief offers exceptional 
quality for the Select Uncirculated grade. The surfaces are smooth 
and attractive, with sumptuous yellow-gold color and a strong 
strike. Only a few tiny marks are widely scattered, and even then 
they need sharp eyes with an assist from a glass to be visible. The 
Flat Rim variant is considerably scarcer than the Wire Rim, adding 
to the appeal.

Gaudens is universally considered the greatest American sculptor 
of the 19th and early 20th centuries. But work did not come easy 
in his early years. His son Homer recounts that after his father 
returned to New York after his first residency in Rome, it was with 
“great persistence” that he obtained commissions in those early 
years. As examples of Saint'Gaudens’ need for work in the early 
1870s he mentions two commissions: 

“One of these commissions for a large semicircular panel 
for the Adams Express Company Building in Chicago, 
represented a bulbdog, with revolvers and bowie knives to 
assist him, guarding a couple of safes. Another, for a silver 
candelabra, which Tiffany was to place in the Gordon Ben' 
nett yacht Mohawk, was a figure of an Indian dancing with 
knife and scalp.” 

Even though commissions were difficult to come by in these early 
years and caused him “intense nervous stress” Saint'Gaudens made 
time to teach his brother Louis and three others how to cut cameos, 
a craft he had learned beginning at age 13. His skill as a cameo cutter 
acquainted him with some of the demands of sculpting, especially 
when working in a small area, a skill that would serve him well 
when he was later called upon to redesign the nation’s coinage. 

By the time he was called upon by President Roosevelt to 
redesign the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces, he was certainly 
more secure in commissions than in his early years. However, Saint' 
Gaudens had difficulty turning down commissions throughout his 
life, even when completion was years away. His previous experience 
as a cameo cutter and sculptor are abundantly evident in the design 
of the High Relief twenty dollar. This particular coin shows an 
almost completely flat rim around each side, just a trace of extruded 
metal can be seen on the reverse. The surfaces exude a warm, satiny 
mint luster that is lightly accented by light reddish patina, and 
there are no obvious contact marks on either side.

A limited mintage 
of 12,367 examples was accomplished, and early strikes feature a 
fin, or Wire Rim, around the edges of the coins, caused by metal 
being extruded through the tiny gap between the collar and the 
dies. Considered a liability, mint personnel adjusted the planchet 
dimensions and milling to eliminate this feature. As a result, coins 
struck later in the year display a Flat Rim, like the present coin. The 
Flat Rim variant is much scarcer than its Wire Rim counterpart.

Nearly all 
the high-grade survivors of the 1908 Philadelphia No Motto twenty 
are traced to the amazing Wells Fargo Nevada Gold hoard, which 
was discovered in the 1990s. Nearly 20,000 gold double eagles 
rested undisturbed in a Wells Fargo bank vault since 1917, and 
nearly all the representatives graded in Gem or finer condition. 
The hoard yielded the highest-graded, non-high relief double 
eagles known to this day: 10 incredible, MS69 coins that are still 
the finest Saint-Gaudens double eagles of any regular-relief date. 
While slightly below that seldom-attained caliber, this Superb Gem 
example is typically attractive and marvelously produced. Strong 
mint luster radiates beneath frosted, rich-gold surfaces with a bold 
strike throughout.

3900 1908 No Motto, Wells Fargo Nevada MS68 NGC. The 1908 
No Motto Saint-Gaudens double eagle represents the final year 
of the popular two-year design type, an important distinction for 
type purposes. Adding to the issue’s popularity is the fact that it 
is readily available in high grades. More than 19,000 high-quality 
examples (including the present coin) were discovered in the 
vaults of a Wells Fargo Bank in Nevada and marketed by Ron 
Gillio in the 1990s. The coins had been stored in sealed bags, safe 
from the ravages of circulation, since 1917. 

This magnificent MS68 example is well-detailed, with vibrant 
mint luster and pleasing orange and greenish-gold surfaces. Close 
examination with a loupe reveals no visible surface flaws and eye 
appeal is tremendous. Only 10 coins, all from the Wells Fargo 
Hoard, have been certified in higher grade by either of the leading 
grading services (10/14).

The Saint-Gaudens series has its share of rare 
issues — some are absolute rarities as a result of low mintages, but 
many are rarities by political happenstance. 

Gold coinage for the year was limited to only the 1921 double 
eagles, with 528,500 pieces struck. A small portion of the mintage 
circulated in the postwar economy, which was sluggish and in 
decline. Jobs were scarce in the cities and farmers were in trouble 
due to falling prices. It would be years before the Roaring 20s 
hit full swing. While pennies, nickels, and dimes were struck in 
reasonable quantities, few quarters or half dollars were struck. Only 
Morgan dollars were struck in large quantity. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt’s controversial 1933 gold recall played 
havoc with the survivorship of many late-date Saints, but also 
with middle dates that were not heavily exported, but put aside 
in storage at the Treasury such as the 1920-S and 1921 twenties. 
Those coins were melted, along with many coins recalled from 
dealers and the public. 

As a result, perhaps only 150 or so 1921 double eagles survive 
today — most of them in circulated condition. Few coins of the 
date returned from foreign hoards, and the population of certified 
coins in MS62 or finer has actually declined by two coins in the 
past five years. In fact, it can be argued the 1921 issue is the rarest 
Saint-Gaudens twenty in MS62 or finer condition (excluding the 
ultra-rare 1927-D and 1933 dates), making it the premier condition 
rarity of the series. 

This example displays frosty orange-gold surfaces and a bold 
strike. Light abrasions account for the assigned grade, with the 
most noticeable mark being a shallow scrape beneath the branch 
stem.

Later, the coins were melted and stored as gold 
bars at the Gold Bullion Repository at Fort Knox. This fate was a 
common one for the later issues in the Saint-Gaudens series, and 
all the issues struck after 1929 are rare today. 

While the 1929 is not as rare in an absolute sense as the later 
issues in the series, it is more difficult to locate than such acclaimed 
dates as the 1931 and 1932 in higher Mint State grades. This 
indicates that some of the 25,000 coins released into circulation 
in 1929 survived, while almost no examples of the later dates ever 
escaped from government control. A few high-quality coins were 
saved by contemporary collectors, providing the small supply of 
high grade specimens we know about today. David Akers estimates 
175-230 examples survive in all Mint State grades. NGC has 
certified a total of 130 pieces in all grades, while PCGS has graded 
183 all-told (10/14). The population data include an unknown 
number of resubmissions and crossovers. Whatever the true 
population of the 1929 double eagle is, it is definitely not adequate 
to supply all the collectors who want one. 

The present coin is a high-end Choice example, with well- 
preserved yellow and rose-gold surfaces. Vibrant mint luster radiates 
from both sides and the design elements are sharply detailed. Eye 
appeal is outstanding.

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3920 1908 Motto PR65 Satin NGC. Ex: Ferrari Collection. Both 1907 and 1908 issues of double eagles saw variants in both design and finishes. 
The 1908 coins are most notable for the No Motto and With Motto designs. All proofs from that year are With Motto coins. These pieces 
characteristically are found with deep khaki-green coloration and pronounced matte surfaces. However, of the 101 proofs struck, at least one “Satin” 
or “Roman Gold” proof is known. The coin offered here shows razor-sharp definition on Liberty’s fingers, sandal, and toes, as well as the stars and 
torch, with broad squared off rims. It was clearly struck on a medal press as a proof. However, the surfaces are bright, orange-gold with a semireflective 
sheen in the fields, much different from the dark, granular surfaces of the matte proofs. In short, this coin is a “Roman Gold” proof. 

One would think that this piece was struck late in the year as a prototype for the “Roman Gold” finish used in 1909 and 1910. 
However, research done by the staff at Sotheby’s in 1997 indicates that this piece was actually presented to the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts by William Sturgis Bigelow on June 11, 1908. The museum’s catalog card for the coin states: “One of the first coins struck after this 
legend was restored.” This information was supplied to the museum by Frank Leach, Mint Director at the time of the coin’s striking. 

This piece first appeared at public auction after it was deaccessioned by the Boston Museum of Fine Arts in the 1976 ANA catalog (Stack’s). 
Both a double eagle and an eagle with a Roman Finish were consigned to that sale, and both brought surprisingly high prices for the time: 
$7,500 for the ten dollar and $10,000 for the double eagle. Close examination of the plate in the 1976 ANA catalog and the 1997 Sotheby’s 
catalog show that this is the same coin. There are a couple of “shiny spots” that show on the photos that are also present on this coin. 

The real question is whether there is only one coin. Until recently that was the consensus of opinion among experts like David Akers and Walter 
Breen, but Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth suggest as many as four examples may be extant. When one looks at the population data from PCGS and NGC, 
the answer would appear to be a resounding ‘no.’ NGC shows that six coins have been certified (three in PR65), while PCGS shows none, although 
this coin was certified as PR64 PCGS at the time of the Phillip Morse Collection sale in November of 2005. Do others actually exist? Is this a case of 
multiple resubmissions of the same coin? We are not in a position to answer these questions, but they are provocative. Nevertheless, this is the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts coin and the one piece that has been consistently recognized in the literature as a Roman Finish proof. An exceptional 
opportunity for the specialist to acquire what is possibly a unique example of the Roman Finish from 1908. Census: 3 in 65, 0 finer (10/14).

R.4. Brilliant and lustrous, this early Gold Rush issue is a notable 
rarity for both its near-Gem grade and its historic private maker, 
Moffat & Company. John L. Moffat was a pioneering San Francisco 
smelter and assayer, the senior member of a company that included 
Joseph R. Curtis, Philo H. Perry, and Samuel H. Ward. Originally 
striking gold ingots, Moffat & Co. branched out into minting 
circular coins in 1849 and soon became perhaps the most important 
private issuer of California gold coinage. Eventually, Moffat & Co. 
entered into a quasi-partnership with the U.S. Assay Office and 
was awarded a coining contract. 

The 1850 Moffat fives were strictly a private issue, struck with 
both small eagle and large eagle motifs. They circulated “at par,” 
while other private issues often were taken only at a discount. 
Somewhat crudely engraved, the Large Eagle reverse on this coin 
shows a prominent die break at the denomination. The coin is 
amazingly lustrous, smooth, and semireflective, with attractive 
yellow-gold coloration and a mere handful of insignificant marks 
scattered across the surfaces.

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3936 1852 Assay Office Fifty Dollar, 900 Thous. MS64 PCGS Secure. CAC. K-14, High R.5. The firm of Moffat & Co. was dissolved on February 
14, 1852, when John Little Moffat sold his interest to his three partners, Joseph R. Curtis, Philo H. Perry, and Samuel H. Ward. The remaining 
partners immediately established their new firm as the United States Assay Office of Gold and continued the federal contract to issue gold coinage 
in California. Augustus Humbert remained in his position as United States Assayer, and Customs Collector T. Butler King was authorized by 
Secretary of the Treasury Thomas Corwin to accept the firm’s coins for customs payments. The summer passed uneventfully, but an economic 
bombshell was dropped when a federal law prohibiting the acceptance of gold coins under .900 fineness for customs dues was passed on August 31, 
1852. Since the U.S. Assay Office coins were only .880, .884, and .887 fine, this virtually deprived the region of all legal tender currency. 

Although the Assay Office coins were of lesser fineness than their federal counterparts, they compensated by being heavier. The intrinsic value 
of the coins met, or even exceeded, their face value, but Congress feared that the lesser fineness might damage the credibility of the United States 
if they were used in international trade. The reaction of the people of California to this destructive policy was outlined in an article in the National 
Intelligencer on September 14, 1852: 

“Perhaps a more unnecessarily severe and wanton injury has never been committed upon an entire community by the National Legislature, 
than this enactment, comprised in two lines, has inflicted upon the people of California.” 

In this emergency situation, local merchants and businessmen petitioned Curtis, Perry, and Ward to issue coins of the new fineness, which 
Customs Collector King took it upon himself to accept for customs payments. The Assay Office complied, issuing coins of the new fineness in 
several denominations, with most of the gold coming from the lesser fineness coins which were turned in for recoinage. A total of 13,800 fifty dollar 
slugs of the K-14 variety were issued in January 1853, followed by 10,000 more in February 1853, all bearing the old 1852 date and the new fineness 
900 THOUS. on the ribbon. The coins were accepted by King and circulated widely in the channels of commerce, both in California and abroad, 
until the opening of the San Francisco Mint in 1854 gave the people of California a dependable federally sanctioned medium of exchange. 

The present coin is the only MS64 at PCGS. It is likely that the coin was preserved by U.S. Assayer Augustus Humbert himself at the time of 
issue, although this cannot be proven with absolute certainty. The coin has certainly never been in circulation, and Humbert is the most likely 
candidate for its preservation. Humbert kept an extensive collection of private gold coinage until his death, when his coins passed to his brother, 
Pierre. Pierre, in turn, retained his brother’s collection until his death in 1901, at which time Captain Andrew C. Zabriskie was able to purchase 
as much of the collection as he desired from the executors. Zabriskie was probably the biggest collector of Territorial gold in the early 20th century, 
and this coin made its first auction appearance in lot 360 of Henry Chapman’s catalog of his collection, which was sold on June 3 and 4, 1909: 

“1852 $50. Defiant eagle to left, head turned to right, a U.S. shield which rests on rocks, and three arrows in right talon, while from the 
base of right wing starts a ribband inscribed LIBERTY and passing on through the eagle’s beak, terminates in right field, around UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA FIFTY DOLLS, above on scroll 900 THOUS this central device enclosed in a beaded circle, outside of which and 
following the octagon shape of the coin is UNITED STATES ASSAY OFFICE OF GOLD SAN FRANCISCO CALIFORNIA 1852. R. 
Engine turned. Edge, milled. Octagonal. Extremely fine. Sharp impression. Very rare. See plate.” 

The lot realized $220 to an unknown buyer. We have not been able to trace its history over the next several decades, so 
it is likely it found a home in one of the great early 20th century collections, like those of Colonel James W. Ellsworth 
or Virgil Brand, that were later mainly dispersed through undocumented private transactions. The coin finally surfaced 
again in lot 820 of the Baltimore Auction (Superior, 7/1993), where it realized $50,000. 

This remarkable Choice example exhibits much sharper detail than is usually seen on this issue, with all letters in the legend plainly 
legible and fine definition on the eagle’s feathers. These large gold coins are typically found with excessive bagmarks, but this piece shows 
only minor signs of contact in the fields, and displays none of the large edge bumps that often plague this issue. The most remarkable 
visual characteristic of this coin is its vibrant mint luster, which radiates intensely from both sides, with a few hints of prooflike 
reflectivity in selected areas. The vivid orange-gold surfaces add to the extraordinary eye appeal. This coin combines the highest available 
technical quality and eye appeal with unmatched historic interest and an illustrious pedigree. There is simply no comparable example for 
the finest collection of Territorial gold.

The firm was petitioned to issue private gold coinage on several 
occasions because the region had no dependable medium of 
exchange to service the booming economy. The California State 
Legislature forbade the issuance of paper money in the area, so the 
large fifty dollar coins issued by Wass, Molitor & Co. in 1855 were 
especially popular for use in settling large transactions. 

This orange-gold specimen displays XF sharpness on the design 
elements, but the surfaces show extensive porosity and the usual 
number of abrasions for a large gold coin. Traces of original mint 
luster remain intact. 


3941 1849 Mormon Five Dollar XF45 PCGS Secure. K-2, R.5. The 

Mormon gold five dollar coins were the longest-lived of the four 
denominations they struck, as examples were struck in 1849, 
1850, and again in 1860 with a revised design. The other three 
denominations — quarter eagle, eagle, and double eagle — are 
known only with the 1849 date. The early Mormon gold was 
discredited as being underweight in assays as early as mid-January 
1850, along with the private gold coins issued by the Pacific Co. 
Determined to be underweight by as much as 20 percent, the 
Mormon gold coinage circulated in Utah, but in California it was 
either refuse outright or else accepted only at very high discounts 
from par value. For a coin graded Choice XF, this piece radiates 
considerable luster underneath yellow-gold surfaces that show 
mostly extensive field chatter but no singular marks, save for one 
tiny planchet indent to the right of the bishop’s miter.

In truth, 
issue is rare only in worn grades, which is one of the numismatic 
quirks that amaze and amuse collectors of Carson City dollars. 

Few pieces of the original mintage went into circulation at all, 
and most were stored.

assay office at New York City was opened in 1854, and continued 
operations until 1982. Mr. Sigmund Solomon (1887-1948) was the 
assayer in charge when this ingot was manufactured in 1945. Solomon 
entered the post in 1936, and remained there until his death. All 
official United States Assay Offices operated under the U.S. Mint. 

Representative of the countless gold ingots produced there over 
the years is this 26.94 ounce ingot of 999.8 fine gold. The face of 
the ingot contains the round date-stamped hallmark of the U.S. 
Assay Office in New York, along with the fineness. The right side 
has the weight, and control numbers 288 and 196 are punched in 
the top and bottom sides, respectively. Approximate measurements 
are 36 mm. x 55 mm. x 21 mm. Prior to this offering, we have 
auctioned 18 New York Assay Office gold ingots dated between 
1930 and 1969, and weighing between 5.34 ounces and 28.70 
ounces.

Due to the distribution of more than 
148,000 coins through the GSA sales of the early 1970s, the 1885- 
CC Morgan dollar is readily collectible today. Most high-grade 
examples, however, have been cracked out of their original GSA 
holders for certification, making the limited number of Premium 
Gems that survive in their original packaging highly sought-after 
by Carson City specialists. This representative showcases the 
potent, frosty luster that this issue is known for, with few of the 
small handling abrasions that typically affect coins from the GSA 
sales.

An unabraded 
honey-gold example with an interesting Y-shaped die crack on the 
lower obverse.

4444 1911 Parka Head, 1/4 Alaska Gold, MS65 NGC. Gould- 
Bressett 177. Part of the M.E. Hart “Coins of the Golden West” 
series sold in San Francisco around the time of the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition. This caramel-gold Gem appears pristine except for a 
tiny spot between stars 4 and 5. Fisted on page 402 of the 2015 
Guide Book. 

GOLD CHARM 

4445 1914 Montana Gold (One) MS64 NGC. A member of the 
popular M.E. Hart “Coins of the Golden West” series, distributed 
at the Panama-Pacific Exposition held in San Francisco in 1915. 
A satiny and unblemished green-gold representative. The strike is 
bold except on the tops of MONTANA. 

ERRORS 

1888 Three Cent Nickel, PR65 Cameo 
Split Planchet After Strike 



4446 1888 Three Cent Nickel — Split Planchet — PR65 Cameo 
NGC. This Gem Cameo proof three cent nickel neatly split into 
two pieces after the strike, due to alloy impurities in the strip 
used to stamp planchets. Both pieces have survived together, and 
are housed in separate but identically graded NGC holders. The 
smaller piece (0.4 gm) is a thin layer from the upper half of the 
obverse. The larger piece (1.5 gm) has a normal reverse while the 
obverse retains the lower half of the design. The reverse of the first 
fragment, and the upper obverse of the second piece, display the 
striated dark gray surface expected of the coin interior. (Total: 2

A significant portion of Grant’s hair lacks 
definition due to the excess grease that remained on the dies. The 
rest of the design, however, is sharply detailed. Shimmering satiny 
luster enhances the yellow-gold surfaces.

ice-blue surfaces, with deeply mirrored fields and a full strike;

with sharp motifs and deeply mirrored fields; half dollar PR65, 
similar in appearance to the dime and quarter, showing light golden 
color and fully struck devices.

4457 1851-C MS62 NGC. Variety 3. Ideal for the collector seeking 
a single representative from this mint, the 1851-C gold dollar is 
one of the more plentiful Charlotte issues in the series and is also 
one of the better-struck, as a rule.

The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements).
